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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 10-23, 27-29 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper 
form because a multiple dependent claims 10-23, 27-29 cannot depend from another 
multiple dependent claim. Claims 10-23, 27-29 have not been further treated on the 
merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification siiall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 30 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite in 

that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. This claim is 

an omnibus type claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to 
the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Robertus Meijer WO 03/038788 (Meijer). 

1 . Regarding claim 1 , Meijer discloses an apparatus for creating a number of 
display images that comprises a first rotating element (Figure 1A Element 12) 
provided with a plurality of mounting means (Page 9 Lines 13-16) rotatably 
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carrying one or more second rotating elements (Figure 1A Elements 14a-14f) 
each provided with a number of display surfaces, in which the mounting means 
are arranged such that they define a shape with substantially straight edges 
(Figure 1 A), and in which two or more second rotating elements can combine to 
create a changeable display surface substantially parallel to each substantially 
straight edge of the elements and in which in use each second rotating element 
is rotated independently of all other second rotating elements (Pate 6 Lines 16- 
24). 

2. Regarding claim 25, Meijer discloses an apparatus in which the first 
rotating element is mounted on a support member, which passes through the 
centre (Figure 4), and in which the support member and or each second rotating 
element and or the arrangement of the second rotating elements, are adapted to 
prevent the support member fouling the second rotating elements in use. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 2 is allowed. 

Claims 3-9, 24 and 26 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
